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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's amendment / response filed on May 22, 2006 
and that has been entered. 

Claims 1 and 9-11 are currently pending in the application. Claim 1 has been amended. 
Claims 2-8 have been canceled. Claim 1 1 has been added. 

Claim 11 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.142 (b) as 
being drawn to a non-elected subject matter and therefore, the restriction requirement is still 
deemed proper and made final. 

Applicant's amendments / arguments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejections of claims 1-3, 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph, and 
also under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) and the rejections are hereby withdrawn and therefore, all 
remaining pending claims 1 , 9 and 10 are now allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicants preserve their right to file a divisional on the non-elected subject matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter
